Failure of Carranza to Answer U lti­ 


matum Adds to Impatience of U. S. 


Government. 


Washington, Ju ly 3.— Another Mexi­ 
can bandit raid across the Bio Grande 
Into Texas and two me#* shooting inci­ 
dents on the border at Columbus, N. 
M., and Nogales, Ari/., served to lur- 
ther aggravate the Impatience of the 
Am erican state department, due to the 
failure of the Mexican de facto gov­ 
ernment to answer the note sent to 
Mexico City Just a week ago demand­ 
ing a statement of the attitude of the 
Carranza official*. 
Major General Funston, commanding, 
along the border, reported to the war 
department that lie had ordered an in ­ 
vestigation of the bandits’ raid made 
Saturday night on the T, O. ranch, 
near the town of Fort Hancock, Texas, 
fifty-four miles east of E l Paso. 
Gen­ 
eral Funaton'a report announced that 
the raiders were reputed to be Mexi­ 
can bandits, who crossed 
the 
Rio 
Grande, entering tin* Big Bend sec­ 
tion of Texas, #cene of the murder 
raids on Glenn Springs and Boquillaa. 
After committing fresh depredation* 
on Am erican soil the raiders recross­ 
ed the river and fled into the interior 
of Conhuila. 
Three troops of Eighth C avalry wmrc 
sent at top speed hi 
train from E l 
Paso to Fort 
Hancock, 
where 
the 
troopers mounted and gave chase to 
the bandit*. 
They had orders to fol­ 
low any "hot trail," even lf it led 
into Mexico. 
I nofficial reports were 
to the offi*ct that the Eighth Cavalry 
troop* followed the trail acres* the 
river. 
Another report, sent later, was to the 
effect that upon reaching

Grande tile cavalry were ordered to 
halt by Lieutenant Edward N. H aidy, 
the troop commander, who feared to 
add another complication to th** a1 
ready tense International .situation. Ile 
Is reported to haw* decided to wait for 
bistro* lions from his superior officer 
before crossing. 
W hether the expedition crosse* tile 
river will depend upon tho outcome 
of the investigation ordered by Gen­ 
eral Funston.
